Mr. Beatty's recommendations for a 
policy to meet Canada's radio require¬ 
ments were as follows; 

M l. Establishment of a radio commis¬ 
sion. appointed by the federal govern¬ 
ment. of thoroughly well qualified men 
who would be paid adequate compen¬ 
sation and who would exercise a general 
control of radio operations In Caiiada,

of the Home Products Fair which was opened at the 
Armories yesterday afternoon. The exhibits are 
unusually comprehensive and diversified and as such 
teach a practical lesson which will not be lost upon 
the patrons of the show. 

This exhibition is held every year under the aus¬ 
pices of the Victoria Chamber of Commerce and its 
purpose requires no explanation. This, however, will 
not be attained unless there is a stem determination 
ec the part of the purchasing public to increase its de¬ 
mand for locally-produced articles. Many commodi¬ 
ties in daily use ate manufactured in Victoria. They 
art in competition with similar commodities produced 
elsewhere m Canada or in other countries. It is im¬ 
possible to overestimate what industrial expansion 
would occur, what increase in the payroll of this com¬ 
munity there would be. if, say, twenty-five per cent 
of the money now spent on the imported article were 
•pent on the local product. This is a practical specu¬ 
lation. It is the kernel of the lesson this exhibition 
should be driving home to the Victoria public. 

If the Home Products Fair would impress our 
citizens with the fact that an improvement of business 
Conditions were largely in their own hands, it would 
pay to hold it three or four times a year instead of 
once. The Chamber of Commerce has done its put 
The exhibitors are doing their part. It is up to our 
citizens to do their part, not only by going to the fair, 
but by making a note of what is on display there, and 
thereafter patronizing local products. 

The consumers' purchasing creed should be Vic¬ 
toria first. British Columbia second. Canada third, 
the empire fourth, and foreign countries afterward. 
This, of course, imposes an obligation on the producer 
as well as the consumer. There are grany, pc doubt, 
who would willingly pay just a little more for the 
local product until increasing demand automatically 
brought the price down. Price and quality are the 
dominating factors—and the producer must keep his 
goods “in the window" all the time. He must per¬ 
suade prospective customers that it is to their advantage 
in every way to buy his goods.

Whatever this may be called it it virtually a tariff 
—an increase of a tariff despite the general belief that 
the tariff would not be touched until after the Im¬ 
perial Economic Conference. For it should be un¬ 
derstood that this levy applies to all imports, whereat 
an ordinary tariff increase might only apply to a few. 
When Mr. Bennett inaugurated the one per cent tax 
a year ago. The Toronto Star reminds us, he was 
asked in thf House to say wherein it differs from a 
customs duty. His reply was: "The duties of the 
customs tariff are either specific or ad valorem or both, 
and some articles come in free.” But this tax has 
nothing to do with the customs tariff in the least 
degree. If it meant anything at all in the first place 
.—and now more so—it meant the complete abolition 
of the country’s free list of importations. It was one 
per cent on all importations; now it is three per cent. 
The Star puts it this way: I

The motion picture Industry In Canada suffered In 
reputation through the report that was presented last 
year by Peter White, K C. He was appointed a commis¬ 
sioner under the Combine# Investigation Act to conduct 
an inquiry into the operations of the companies and 
found tbet they constituted a combine. Prosecution be¬ 
fore an Ontario court followed and the trial Judge, Mr. 
Justice Garrow, has reached a conclusion contrary to 
the commissioner's. He pronounces that the methods 
adopted in the distribution of film In the Dominion are 
legal as well as reasonable. This to what those engaged 
In the Industry have contended all along and they are 
naturally elated over the vindication, it has been given 
at the Judge's hands. 

In this connection a question to raised by The Finan¬ 
cial Post which deserves close consideration at ths hands 
o t Parliament and the government. The editor points 
out that in seeking to establish and punish a com bln# 
a three-stage process has been followed. First a private 
inquiry by the registrar or his nominee to made. If 
this appears to Justify a public inquiry by a commis¬ 
sioner, the latter's appointment follows.
